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EDITORIAL 


The  Christian  life  has  been  described  by  some  as 
being  an  adventure.  How  true  tliat  seems  to  be!  The 
life  of  a  man  of  God  who  walks  by  faith  contains  the 
elements  of  the  unexpected  and  of  progress.  Look  to  the 
heroes  of  the  faith  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  We 
see  Abraham  as  he  leaves  his  old  familiar  surroundings 
and  steps  out  in  "blind"  faith  to  obey  God's  command. 
Consider  David  as  he  begins  his  adventurous  journey  to 
the  throne  of  Israel,  or  Daniel  as  his  path  of  implicit 
obedience  to  God  leads  him  into  the  top  affairs  of  a 
world  empire.  Behold  Paul  in  his  missionary  journeys  as 
the  Holy  Spirit  leads  him  to  the  vision  of  Europe  calling. 

Depending  on  God  for  guidance,  these  men  constant- 
ly experienced  the  unexpected  that  would  either  cast 
them  in  dependence  on  God  or  that  would  make  them 
sing  for  joy  as  they  saw  God's  marvellous  hand  in  their 
lives.   And  as  they  journeyed  on  they  progressed.  They 
grew  as  individuals,  each  level  of  experience  preparing 
them  for  the  next  plain  of  service. 

As  we  walk  with  Him  by  faith  our  experiences  will 
be  similar  in  character.  Our  Guide  will  lead  us  up  high 
mountains  and  down  deep  valleys.   Along  the  way  we 
will  experience  life  in  its  grandeur  and  splendour,   but 
also  in  its  darkness  and  despair.   All  this  is  part  of  our 
Christian  path  of  progress  to  the  likeness  of  Christ. 

College  days  are  a  part  of  this  path  and  often  it  is  a 
time  of  accelerated  progress.   As  Freshmen  we  enter  it 
with  eagerness,   anticipation,   and  often  trepidation.   All 
this  is  new.
